Twisting Strings for Musical Instruments,

The new method of twisting strings by
electricity for musical instruments is being
utilised in producing strings for bamjos,
guitars, violins, harps, bass viols snd many
other musical mwstruments. The work is
done by eleotric motors, one machine being
used exclusiveiy for making banjo fourth
sirings, which are ouly .0023" thiek
when finished. It will make = string 40
inches long i 45 seconds, the wire used for
winding the silk being.008” thick, This
fine wire is ‘earried and directed by hand
snd two wires can be worked at once. On
such s string there are no tewer than 13,333
eoils slong 40" length. The motor used
for this purpose rans at L,100 revolutions
per minute, driving the string machine by
mesans of fiber gearing ai 15,000 revolu-

Another amall eleotrio motor, which runs
et 2,200 revolutions, setuates a machine
making 5,600 revoiutions, used for the mak-
g of vidlin G strings,covered with copper

wire silver plated and only.006" thick.
By this machine s men ean make 108
strings an hour. Apother machine, which

js.run by a larger motor, is so arranged that
every knnd ot string can bs made on is from
15" to 84" in length. The wire used for
the various kinds of strings runs from .003""
t0 .0017" in thickness.

Elestrical Manufacture of Ozous,

The virtue of ozone in therspeutics is
now widely recognized, but its genaral use
has beep hitherto impracticable in conse-
quence of the trouble and expense of its
production. A machine is now made for
employment in hospitals and private sick
rooms, or for the disinfection of large
public balls or buildings, which renders the
production of ozone & simple and compara-
tively inexpensive operation. The ozon-
izing.of atmospherie air by this machine is
sccomplished by employing & small motor,
drivisg a blower, which forces the air
through the aspparatns, the current for
opereting the motor being taken irom any
svailable electric plant. The air is first
passed through & drying tube to eliminate
any possible maisiure, and is then eonveyed
to the cluster of tubes forwing the ozone
generator. Each tube consists of two econ-
cenirie thin glass tubes, the inner one
being nea;lg filled with water, into which
one electrode dips. A silent discharge of
electrieity, derived from ‘the carrent
driving the motor, and passed througha
specially wound transformer, takes placs
through the space intervening between the
thin walls of the glass tubes, and ozonizes
the air flowing through 1o the outlet of the
spparatus, whers it is distributed or stored
as required.

A Bicyclist Lamp Trimmer, b

Thesa questions forced themselves upon
my miod when I exumined & skuil found 1a
the Castle mound, which conisined five
Wormian bones, aud heard the history con-
neeted with the mound. This mound ison
what is known asthe Castle farm, about
five miles south of here, and was first
opened in 1834 by Hon James G McGrew
and otbers. They found a peculisr shaped
stone pipe, a stona relio in the shape of an
bour glass, which was neatly aod mechan-
ieally made and po doubt had been used for
the purpose of recording time

Theory of a Historian, '

» Historian Wiley says of this hour glass:
“It might bave been capiured and placed in
the mound for safe keeping by so Indisn, as
the mound builders are supposed to have lefy
Egypt when the sun dial’ was used and be-
fore the inventicn and introdgeiion of the
bour glass.™

In 1881 sn exploration of this moynd was
made, and in the bottom wass layer of
bones, men, women and children Luving
beso bugied, in & sittlng posturse, ina cir-
ele, with their fees out. Bits of charcog
scattered through ashes, also the bones
showing to a greater or less extent the ef.
